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21 • A method of^- troating a pathology or a condition 
characterized by the TGF- 3 - induced production and deleterious 
accumulation of an extracellular matrix com pone nt in a tissjje 
comprising: 

contacting the tissue with anCagbnfc tfe»f/binds to TGF- 3; 
whereby the binding of the agent" to the'TGF-p suppresses the 
deleterious accumulation of the TGF-P - induced extracellular 
matrix component in the tissue;- ancKL^/T) 

fyhereby the suppression of the deleterious accumulation of 
the extracellular matrix component treats the pathology or 
condition). 

22. The method of claim 21, wherein the pathology or 
condition is glomerulonephritis. 

23. The method of claim 21, wherein the pathology or 
condition is selected from the group consisting of adult 
respiratory distress syndrome or cirrhosis of the liver. 

24. The method of claim 21, wherein the agent comprises an 
anti-TGF-3 antibody. 

25. The method of claim 24, wherein the condition is 
scarring. 

27. A method of decreasing the deleterious accumulation of 
a TGF- 3 induced extracellular matrix component in a tissue 
comprising: J 

contacting the tissue with an agent/ which decreases the 
activity of TGF- 3; or 

contacting the tissue with an agent^ which inhibits the 
extracellular matrix component -inducing activity of the TGF- 3; 

whereby the decrease in the activity of the TGF -3 decreases 
the deleterious accumulation of the extracellular matrix 
component ; and 

whereby the agent is not a general protein synthesis 
inhibitor. 

28. The method of claim 21 or 27, wherein the cell is a 
mesangial cell.
